It  is  therfore  quite  probable  that 
David  Sage  came  to  New  England  with  his  mother  and  that  she  had  remarried  since  his 
father’s  death  a3  there  appears  to  have  been  no  earlier  Sage  than  David  in  Connecti- 
cutt  nor  in  fact  in  all  He?/  England.
